The #igb Party cry out upon the Diſſen- 
zers, and make this a Handle to reproach 
them, that it they had Power in their 
Hands, they would not give a Toleration 
to Epiſcopacy ; and they bring Scotlayd to 
prove it, where Epiſcopgcy has ſuch a Tole- 
ration already by AR of Parliament, that 
no Diſſenters in England eyer enjoy'd, Viz. 
Toenjoy the Pariſh-Church Stipend, and 
Maaſe, or Dwelling-houſe, which they do 
at: this time in above a ſixth Partofall the 
Pariſh-Churches in ScotJaydy this is a very 
unjuſt Way of arguing Again, to 
qualifie them for this, they are not requir'd 


to ſign the Confeſſion of Faith cfthe Church 
| of 
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of Scotland, as all the Diſenters in England 
muſt do that of England, with ſmall Ex- 
* ceptions, only for Liberty to keep a Meeting 
Houſe. 


AlN that would take the Oaths, being © 


thus ſuffer'd to remain in the Churches, it 
naturally follows, that thoſe who preach in 
Meeting-houfes muſt be ſuch as would nor 
take the ſaid Oaths. Now pray, Gentle- 
men of the Church of England, whag do 
you do with ſuch ? Do you ſuffer them to 
preach ? Is there any Toleration in Eng- 
Jand to any that refuſe the Oaths ? 

Bur yet farther, Is there any Toleration to 
thoſe who refuſe to pray for the QUEEN, 
and openly, tho' equivocally, pray for the 
Pretender ? Pcay, Gentlemen, what dg 
you do with ſuch ? Have you not taken 
their Livings from them, depos'd their 
Biſhops and Clergy, turn'd them all out, 
and given their Livings to others ? —— 
Do you ſuffer any Facobite Conventicles 
among you, undifturb'd ? Do you not prce. 
ſecute, and according to this modern Dia- 
le, perſecute them ? 

Well, and what do the S:ots Presbyterians 
do with them ? How do they uſe them ? 
Truly, Gentlemen, I'll tell yon how—and 
Tentreat you not to take it on my Credit, 
but make Enquiry into the Fa#t, whether 
it be true or no—and let the Enemy con- 
fute it if they can —— The following Par- 
ticulars are unqueſtionably true of them, 
aad T undertake to come up to the Bar of 
the Houſe of Commons, if call'd, to prove it 
to their Faces. 

Their Meetings diſpers'd over Scotland, 
are every-where, as they pleaſe, open 
and undifturb'd, and Fifteen of them 
in particular in the City of Edinburgh. 

Their Minifters refuſe the Oaths, reje& 
the Government, pray not for the 
QUEEN-——+And in equivocal Phraſes 
plainly pray for the uſurping Pre- 
tender. 

In ſeveral of their Meetings, even in 
Edinburgh, the Common-Prayer 1s 
openly read without any Diſturbance. 

In ſome, where they read the Common- 
Prayer, they have the Afurance to 
miſs the Colle for the QUEEN, be- 
caule they refuſe to pray for Her. 


-As to the Church, they neither on ber 
Articles, nor ſubmit to her Eccle(i. 
aſtick Government, but on all Occa. 
fions, even in-rheir Immoralities, de- 
cline the Authority of the Ghurch, 
defie their Laws, appeal from theic 
Juriſdiion,and refaſe'to appear when 
cited to Judicatories- By this means 
alDiſcipline ceaſes, Immoralities can- 
not be cenſur'd, or Vices puniſh : 
dandeftine Marriages are daily (and 
ſome fatally) officiated in by them, 
illegal Baptiſms adminiftred, and no- 
torious Crimes ſhelter'd. 


Yet under al} this, the Church of Scor- 
land, willing tg forticnr hen ſtudying 
the moſt modegate Meaſureggw—-let them 
alone, winkd & thei Diſorge $,-and they 
enjoy'd all the Liberty they cout aſk, and 
indeed more [than, would you grant it, 
they would take; Of which hereafter. Bnt 
this will not doz they reſolve to have this 
Liberty by Force, in Spight of Law, in the 
Teeth of the Cgnſtitution, and in Defiance 
of the Niojan To obtain this, they 
upon all Qccaſion enter violently into 
Churches, keep Poſſeſſion of Manſes, rab- 
ble the Minifters ſent by the Fresbyters, 
lock up th--Church Doors againſt the law- 
ful Incumbents, and break them open, 
where lock'd. againft them —— When 
ſummon'd to anſwer, refuſe to appear; 
when ſerv'd with a Charge of Horning, 
ſhut out the Officers, and in ſhort, offer all 
Sorts of Injuries to the Perſons of the Mini- 
ters, and all Sorts of Contempt to . the 
Government, whether Ecclefiaſtick. or 
Civil And if the Church oppoſes 
them with the Laws, if. the Magitirates 
proceed according to . Law againſt, and 
impriſon them, then che Out-gry reaches 
your Ears, and you are told of Perſecution. 

Now - that you may- ſee a little, what 


. Kind of People theſe are that would be 


tolerated —and what abundant Reaſon the 
Church of Scotland has to be kind to. them, 
aad forbear them, I think, it will not be 
amiſs, lince ye have. great Cries of Hard- 
ſhip and Oppreſhon, to let you into ſome 
of the Violences, Diſorders, and Inſolen- 
cies, which theſe People are guilty of, bod 

which 


which force the Scors, in Defence of their 
Lavs, Liberty, 30d of - the Government, 
to oppo of them y and tho? this is 
3 Wark, I bave forhoro a great while, and 
do it now with RelyRance ; yet 
they ſay, ſome of theſe have appeal'd to 
the Parliament, 1f can no longer be fit to 
keep it private ; and Jet them bring theſe 
Things to Parliament when they pleaſe. 

In a tertaia Parjſh, not many Miles from 
Aberdeen, a Church being vacant, the 
Presbytery appoint a Miniſter to preach 
there z the Heretor or Lord being Epiſco- 
pal, and One, who has of late receiv'd a 
Number of Common-Prayer Books from 
England (ent thither Gratz by an eminent 
dignify'd Clergy-man, as a Charity, re- 
fuſes. to recive the Miniſter - into the 
Church. This occaſion'd lang Conten- 
tion 3 but whea he ſaw he could not pre- 
vent it but by Violence, he lets him game, 
and commands a!) his Tenants, over whom 
he is an abſolute Tyrant, not to go to the 
Church— which the poor ſubjeRed People, 
otherwiſe delirous of hearing, dare not 
but comply. with, otherwiſe they will be 


turn'd out of their Livings and Farmsz. 2 * 


poor Servant Maid deſirous to hear the 
Presbyterian Miniſter, ſays to One of her 
Neighbours=- Why will they n0t Jet the New 
Miniſter come bither, I do not know why he 
ſbouJd not come, 1 like to bear-him very mell— 
Theſe, or Woxds to this Effet, are all they 
can charge her with z3 the Words are re- 
ported again to the 'Lord, and he cauſes 
the Wench to be taken up, and put her in- 
to a Hole under the Croſs, where ſhe had 
not any Room to ſtand ; but as ſhe ſet her 
Foot upop the Threſhold withia the Door, 
and bung by her Hands upon the Door, 


otherwiſe ſhe muſt have ftood up to her . 


Knees In Waterand Mud ; in this Poſture 
the poor Creature was kept 24 Hours, and 
then at the Interceſion of the Neighbours, 
ſhe was let out=— This is one Inftance of 
a great many in that Place,” and yet .the 
Goverament, either Civil or Eccletiaſtick, 
has enter'd into no Meaſures with this 
Gentleman 3 his Epiſcopat Migifter reigns, 
he reads the Common-P:ayer openly with- 
out any. Moleftation, and the poor People 
generally go to hear it, becauſe they dare 
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,de no other z and if it were Maſs, they 


muſt do the ſame. 

At another Pariſh in the Shire of Angus, 
a Church being likewiſe vacent, the Here- 
tors or Lords being [Epiſcopal for a long 
Time, have refus'd to call a Miniſter, upon 
which thePresbytery, according to the Laws 
of the Country, haye ſupply'd thePiace with 


Miniſters to preach, and cauſed the Tythes 


to be ſet a Part to defray the Charge z at 
laſt ſome of the Heretors comply, and ſign 
a Call toa young Man, who the People alſo 
declar'd their Liking to—- And upon this 
the young Man is ordain'd at this Church, 
and ſettled as their Miniſter. | 

The Manſe or Parſonage- Houſe is poſ- 
ſeſs'd by an Epiſcopal Diſſenter, and the 
Church is lock'd up by bim, or ſome of the 
Heretofs, that when the Minifter comes co 
the Pariſh, when be demands the Houſe, 
he refuſes to remove ; when he comes to 
the Church, he finds the Doors lock'd, and 
a Rabble of Women and poor deſpicable 
People, ſet on Work by their Landlords, 
throng at the Doors of the Church and 
Church-yard, to keep him out 'Thus 
now the poor periecuted Epiſcopal Miviſters, 
ye talk of, deal with the eflabliſh'd Church. 
And when the Government takes Notice 
of it, this is Perſecytion ——— The ſettled 
Minifter ia this Caſe is fain to lodge at his 
own Charge in the Town, and the Difer- 
ting Liturgy-man keeps 'Poſſeſhon of che 
Manlſe ; the ſettled Miniſter is fain to preack 
in the Church-yard, and the Diſſenting 
Intruder turns his Parſonage-houſe into a 
Church, and preaches within Doors. 

But when you came to the poor People, 
they all run to the Presbyteriay Minifter, 
except a few, that beiog aw'd by their 
Lords, dare do nothing but as they are 


order d by them; and thus the new Mini-- 
ter has a thouſand People to hear him, and 


the other abour an Hundred. 
Really, Gentlemen, if I ſhould enter 


upon giving you Particulars of this Kind.,. 
it would reach to the End of this Volume— 


It would tire you to hear them; and were 
you in Scotland to fee theſe Things, you 
would ſmile to think how you have been: 
impos'd upon in the Article of Perſecu» 
tion 3. for really If you pleaſe to take it 

right, 
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right, The Diſſenters here proſecute. the 
effabliſh'd Church, not the eftabliſh'd 
Church the Diſſenters. 


I ſhall give you a few more Inſtances, 
before I leave it however, and perhaps 
you-may hear of ſome more Perſecutions in 
the Church here oppoling theſe Violences 3 
for at this Rate, there js no Church in the 
World but muſt perfecute. | 

F was once thinking to look back to the 
Uſage, the Fpiſcopal Party here gave the 
Presbyterians, when the firſt were reigning, 
and the laft were Diſſenters 3 in order to 
let the World ſee, what Kind of People 
would be- tolerated in Scotland, and in 
order tolet you judge, whether the Church 
of S:0rlayd have not abundant Reaſon to 
put Power again into: their Hands; but 
this Story is ſo black, ſo full of Cold-Blood 
Murthers, Barbarities, aud dreadful-Sto- 
ries, that T cannot find in my Heart to en- 
ter upon it—— Only to tell you,: that no 
Age for the laſt Century or two, can paral- 
1el it.
